PCBIJC BUILDINGS. 


Action Taken by Congress on Important 


Meaeur.s 


WASHINGTON, Sfrptombsr 30.—Tb« House 


Committee 
on 
Pubho 
Buildings and 


Grounds to-day reported a bill for the erec- 
tion of a public building at Oakland, 
amending the measure as it was originally 
introduced by cutting the amount to be 
appropriatsd from $300,000 down to $250,- 
000. 


The House Committee on Public Build- 


jugs and Grounds has reported back f&Tor- 
ably the Senate bill for the erection of a 
public building at Reno, Nev. It passed 
the Senate last March. The Honse com- 
mittee cat the amount appropriated down 
from $75,000 to $46,000. 


The bill for the erection of a public 


building at Virginia, Nev., appropriating a 
like amount has been reported to the 
Honse. This bill will allow the amount 
for the building, being cut down from $75,- 
000 to $40,000 for the same purpose. An 
effort will be made to put it throogh the 
SaBaSe betore adjournment. 


Congress Adjourned. 


Wednesday afternoon at 6 o'clock the 


most importaat session in the history of 
the American Congress, in point of worfc 
gone through with, closed, the record of 
bills passed and measures enacted being 
far in esces of any previous term. There 
can be bat one cause assigned for the su 
perior activity of this session over that of 
previous years and that is the new House 
rules which have been enforced under the 
administration of Speaker Reed. 


That to these can be attributed the in 


creased efficacy of the Fifty-First Congress 
over ita predecessors, is evident in the 
fact that the various forms of obstruc- 
tions which have have been resorted to 
by the minority in previous years to de- 
feat legislation and with so muoh success, 
failed complexly under the new regime. 


Heretofore the minority was the dreaded 


power in tha halls of Government. It is 
true that to them, in justice, belong cer- 
tain powers and privileges, but it is gross 
injustice to say that the minority should 
be clothed with powers that mafce them 
more formidable than tha majority. But 
this has been tha theme that tho Demo- 
cratic press throughout the country has 
been harping during the year, and what 
Congress has bean enabled to accomplish 
whan such is not clogging their every foot- 
step is a sufficient answer to the ebjtutions 
made. 


Following in the line of some of the 


most prominent and successful firms in 
Chicago, the old and well-established firm 
of John V. Farwell & Go. has decided to 
incorporate the first part of Beit year. The 
capital will bo about $5,000,000, but no 
prospectus will be issued, or stock offered 
to the public. It is understood other firms 
are aUo considering such changes as this. 
It is now generally conceded to be the 
moat approved organization for conducting 
business. Farwell & Co. is the oldest dry 
goods jobbing house in Chicago, and is 
prominent not only for a long and un- 
blemished record, bat also for the faot that 
one of its members is United States Sen- 
ator from Illinois. According to mercantile 
reports the capital of the firm is $6,000,000 
and the annual business $22,000,000. 


A project is under way to make New 


York a city with nearly 3,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, with 400 square miles of area aud 
taking in all the adjacent towns except Jer- 
sey City. 
Consolidation Commissioners 


began in earnest to-day the colossal under- 
taking of framing a plan by which the 
cities of New York and Brooklyn, Long 
Island City and West Chester, and county 
towns of Jamaica, Flushing, New town, 
New Utrecht, Graveaend, Flatbnah and 
part of Staten Island can be merged into 
one vast municipality. 
Informally they 


have laid out the boundaries of the great 
empire city of tho future and delegated to 
themselves the task of pushing the work 
personally, each in his own community.

SILVER BOOM. 


The New Tort Market Not in Sympathy 


With London. 


The New York World, of October 1st, 


says: 


There was a tremendous speculation in 


silver bullion yesterday. The sales of cer- 
tificates alone amounted to 929,000 ounces , 
against 326,000 on Monday, and private 
transactions to perhaps half as much more. 
There are $8,000,000 worth of bullion 
stacked np in the vaults of th#Mercantile 
Safe Deposit Company, and nt least $1,- 
000,000 worth more stored in banks and 
other places. It looked at one time yes- 
terday as if the speculators were close to 
disaster, soon after the opening quotations 
dropped to 109% an ounce, a loss of 1% 
from the closing price the day before. The 
decline was in sympathy with the London 
market, where quotations fell. Big silver 
speculators stepped in to avert the wreck 
and commenced to buy silver irrespective 
of London prices. 


Anguit Belmont & Co. and 3, W. Selig- 


man were reported to be heavy buyers. lu 
addition it was announced that Belmont & 
Co. would send 200,000 ounces of silver to 
London to-day. 


Although New York is supposed to follow 


the London market, the prices here have 
steadily ascended until 112% was reached 
—1% points higher than Monday's closing 
figure. 


If this state of affairs were to continue it 


would be a profitable business to ship sil- 
ver from Great Britain to America. 


The thing that helped to put np the 


market was the faot that October purchases 
of silver bullion by the Government will 
begin to-day. 


The Treasury Department may, if it de- 


sires, purchase the entire month's quota of 
4,500,000 ounces in one day. 


It is not likely to do so, however, for 


such a step would leave the silver market 
more demoralized than ever. 


There is enough silver in New York 


alone to supply the Government for two 
months. Tho Treasury Department buys 
at market prices, and the fact that silver 
wai held higher heie than in London ex- 
cited a suspicion that th« price was 
marked up to rnako a premium at the ex- 
pense of tbe Government. It is said that 
tbere ia tin immense amount of silver 
stacked up at the Western mines and 
smelting works. 
"SVhtn the prospects be- 


came good that tho Silver bill would go 
through Congress and receive the approval 
of the President mining operations were 
greatly extended, owing to the certainty of 
an increased profit in production. The re- 
cent decline has been hard on Email specu- 
lator*. 


A number were unable to put up any 


more margins, and, m the vernacular of 
the street, were shaken oat. 


Silver thus realized went into tha hands 


of the pools. 


Vice Pueident John Thompson of the 


Chase National Bank has long been a sil- 
ver exponent. He said that silver was not 
likely to come from Earopo to this country 
even if the price were "put tip to 129.29 
(gold parity), because the American coin- 
age was 1G to 1 of gold, while the European 
coinage was 15% to 1 of gold. That made 
a difference of 3 per cent, in, favor of. 
American silver. It is a fact, however, 
that a greal deal of silver came from Lon- 
don during the lisa in vulae hire last 
Spring, as the result of the introduction of 
the Silver bill. 


Large quantities of Mexican and South 


American coins have lately been received 
at the assay office to be melted into bars. 
These coins were bought according to their 
commercial value. It would not be profit- 
able to bny American dollars, because the 
silver in them is not worth a dollar. The 
course of the silver market 18 watched with 
the greatest interest in Wall street. Spec- 
ulation is likely to be very heavy during 
the next few days, i! not for a longer 
period. 


THE UNION PACIFIC. 


The Irrigation of Valleys. 


Before the close o! this century a great 


many valleys in the Eocky Mountains, 
which are now barren, will be reclaimed 
through tbe construction of irrigation res- 
ervoirs and ditches. Emigrants from the 
East will seek homes in these valleys, 
and so the Rocky Mountain region will be 
settled up. In the aggregate, there is 
enough land susceptible of irrigation in the 
arid region to support a population very 
near as great ns the entire agrionltural 
population of the United States at the pres- 
ent time.—Helena. Mont., Independent.

Men TV ho Hold Rich Claims and Never 


Sell— Their Unfortunate 


The mining camps in different pails of 


the* State, begin to show more or less ac- 
tivity on account of the rise in silver. It 
is tbe evil of -many good mineral produc- 
ing belts that the really 'valuable proper- 
ties are in the hand* of m"n who are af- 


distinctly visible as they formed a halo 
about tha dark silonette of the main build- 
ing. A', first this was thought to be the 
building on fire, but on arriving at the 
grounds it was discovered to be in the 
smaller building, immediately in the rear. 
This, while not so large as the Main Hall, 
is 6 two-story structure with a basement 
underneath. It contains on the upper 
floor the art recitation room and studio of 
Miss McElroy, on the first floor the gen- 
eral store room, heating furnace for the 
Main Hall, and also the quarters where 
slsep the Chinese servants. 


BOW THE FIBE ORIGINATED. 


The manner in which the fire caught IB 


uncertain, but is thought to be by some 
means from the furnace. It appears that 
during the day a high test had been made of 
the 
furcaco heating 
apparatus 
prior 


to putting it to use for the Fall and Win- 
ter, as the cold weather had made it imper- 
ative that the rooms of the main ball 
should be warmed. The men examining 
and putting in order the heating pipes and 
fnrnnct), after completing their labors for 
the day, left at 6 o'clock. 
There is con- 


nected with the steam boiler of the furnace 
a two-inch hose used to draw the water in 
the boiler off. It is thought that this hoae 
was left running and tho water drawn off. 
The boiler became hot and in some manner 
set fire to the wood-work. Another theory 
is that the Chinamen who were in the 
building occidently set it a fire. However, 
a', n few minutes before 7 o'clock the build- 
ing was discovered wrapped in flames. There 
were no one but the girl students and their 
lady instructors present. A small boy who 
naw the flames ran to the engine room and 
gave tho alarm. 


THE FIBE ENGINE 


Was immediately dragged forth and pulled 
by many hands to tha scene of the fire, but 
it is a long way to the Semintry, especi- 
ally when pulling a steam fire engine, and 
while the men who -were pulling the engine 
worked furiously, they did not arrive at 
the fire until too late to render any effective 
assistance, save in extinguishing the em- 
bers . 


TOE MAIN WOBK 


Was dona by the men who, when they 
arrived upon the scene, went in to save 
tbe main building with buckets and wet 
blankets. The first building was gone 
from 
the first, but 
good and rapid 


work might and did save tbe main building. 
The two buildings are very close together, 
and the heat had communicated itself to the 
little balcony-porch when Nelsoa DeWitt, 
Albert Evans and a stranger mounted it 
and in spite-of the fierce heat, persisted in 
pouring water upon the burning wood. 
They remained at their stations and extin- 
guished the walls as fast as they caught. 


Upon the rool Geo. Holilswortb, Henry 


Cutting, C. A. Nurcross and a stranger did 
good work and put out tha shingles as fast 
as thay ignited. 
When the building fell 


all danger, comparativalyjspeaking, to the 
main building ceaaed, and the fire engine 
arriving; tho fire was soon iu subjection. 


IS THE MAIS HALL. 


The Main Hall was throughout a scene 


of confusion and dismay. Everything that 
was portable had been carried out aud 
deposited upon the lawa and there lay in 
heaps. 
Trembling girls and distressed 


teachers were hurrying blindly about 
among scores of 
friendly 
people who 


were 
endeavoring 
to 
be 
of use. 


The damage to the furniture, carpets, etc., 
of this building will be considerable, al- 
though not excessive. 
After tha fire, the 


jame willing hands broughtin thefarnltnre 
aud effects that had beea thrown upon the 
campus. Citizens offered the nsa of their 
homes to shelter the girls and their teach- 
ers until something like order could be 
again established intheturaed-abont build- 
ing, which was accepted. Constable Upson 
appointed B. V. Borden and J.M. Blanchard 
night watchmen to guard the plaoa until 
daybreak. 


INCIDENTS. 


During the burning of the building the 


explosion of the boiler scattered the flam- 
ing debris in every direction and emitted a

One's bleached 
and ghastly skeleton will be found in his 
lonely cabin where he hat> perished, far 
from human comfort aud aid. Another's 
bones will be found by some brother 
prospector, when the snows of Winter 
have melted, lying iu some mountain ra- 
vine, with flesh gnawed away by the hun- 
gry coyotes.

with tie much talked of Goubet torpedo 
rat baa taken plao* in Cherbourg har- 
MB, There were two seamen upon the 
fcoii, •which was made to sink at the ex- 
act upot fixed upon, After eome pre- 
liminary mane-oreis the boat stopped be- 
fero five ordinary torpedo boat* placed 
|!do by ride in the Commercial dock It 
then passed under them and TOK fc> *to 
•nrftaoa. The first submersion, lasted 
•tast three-quarters of an hoar. Theseo- 
<md series of experiments took place in 
the presence of a large and enthusiagtio 
crowd. Jive buoys were floating fa dif- 
ferent parts of the Commercial dock. A 
Qonigan screw TTaa then flnng out from 
the end of a raft, when the Goubetsank. 
cutting the cable of the flnt buoy and 
engaging the screw. 
Then, changing Ita direction, the 


Gkrabet made for the other buoys and 
successfully cut the lines of each one. 
After cutting the second cable the -two 
men composing the crew sent out from 
the boat an empty egg containing a dis- 
patch. Some of the cables were cut 
•While the Ooubet boat was making Ml 
gpwd. Before rising to the surface the 
crew placed a floating buoy weighing 
two English hundredweight under the 
raft. The experiment concluded vrith 
{he rising of the screw, which had been 
fixed in position by a bar of iron parallel 
to its axis. The second experiment 
lasted two hours.—Public Opinion.

A Monater Skeleton Exhumed, 


Apart of the face, with teeth, of an 


antediluvian monster was observed pro 
jecting from the side of a bluff on th 
Smoky Hill river, where considerabl 
coil has recently been washed away by 
the high water, and a party of citizens 
proceeded to follow up the indication 
with knives and picks.
